Ghaii told, reporters that he 
explained to the ambassadors 
that negotiations for Jerusalem 
fall within arrangements per- 
taining to the West Bank of 
Jordan which is included in one 
of the two Camp David ac- 
cords. 

Sources attending the meet- 
ing said Ghaii also explained 
to the ambassadors that Egypt 
would carry out its commit- 
ments for the West Bank even 
if Jordan does not participate 
in the negotiations. 

“Egypt will supervise the 
arrangements that the West 
Bank Palestinians and the Is- 
raelis agree upon," the source 
explained. “Egypt will not ne- 
gotiate for the Palestinians but 
it will help them with ideas and 
suggestions until they eventual- 
ly set up their own administra- 
tion and the Israelis withdraw 
to security- points agreed upon 
by all.” 

Ghaii later met for an hour 
with ambassadors of Western 
Europe and scheduled a simi- 
lar meeting with the ambassa- 
dors of Asia. 

As Tohami left for Europe, 
the influential evening news- 
paper “Al-Masa" said negotia- 
tions with Israel on a peace 
treaty were expected to begin 
in the second half of Octobeh 
It said Vice President Hosni 
Mubarak has started selecting 
a team to help him in contacts 
with Israel. 

Sadat said Monday he was 
on holiday and that Mubarak 
would begin contacts in bis 
capacity as acting president. 

The paper said Mubarak 
would start his contacts once 
the Israeli Knesset (parliament) 
had approved the - removal of 
Jewish settlements from the 
occupied Sinai 'peait^jla. 

The initial contacts would 
fix the date and venue of the 
peace talks. “Al-Masa” said 
they might be held at one of the 
cities in Sinai. 

It said senior Israeli officials 
were expected to visit Cairo to 
prepare for the talks and agree 
on their timetable. 

“Al-Masa” said that accord- 
ing to official sources, the talks 
would be at ministerial level 
and would cover all the poli- 
tical, economic and military as- 
pects of the Camp David agree- 
ment. 


Meanwhile the state-con troll- 
ed Radio Cairo in its daily 
commentary took a stem line 
oq the Palestinian question and 
said Palestinians could not ex- 
pect Israel to present them with 
an independent state on a 
“silver or golden platter." 

it said Israel one way or 
another .still wanted the Pales- 
tinians removed and the best 
way for Palestinians to prevent 
this was for them lo start by 
growing routs, beginning with 
the autonomy Israel had al- 
ready offered. “Emotionalism 
and nervousness (by Palestin- 
ians) are useless," it said. 

The commentary said the 
general framework for peace 
worked out at Camp David 
was “a starting point to be 
followed by a long and bitter 
struggle in which Palestinians 
must depend on themselves first 
of all." 

“They have to stick to every 
inch of their Land on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
in the face of any Israeli settl- 
ing. They also have to deepen 
their political and economic 
roots and struggle with all 
their might under the umbrella 
of the peace now available.

Illness grips Gromyko at U.N.

UNITED NATIONS. Sept. 
26 (Agencies) — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko be- 
came ill and broke off a spee- 
ch to the UN. General Assem- 
bly Tuesday. He was escorted 
from tbe hall but returned to 
the podiran just over an hour 
latex to complete his address. 

The 69-year-old Gromyko 
was standing at the lectern at 
the from of the large, higb- 
ceilinged assembly hall, read- 
ing his speech in the assembly's 
general policy debate, when he 
suddenly slumped forward. 

He was helped from the po- 
dium and out of the room by 
Assembly President' Indalecio 
Lievano of Colombia, U.N. 
Undersecretary-General Wil- 
liam B. Buff urn and others 
who had been sitting nearby. 

He became ill as be began 
the 11th page of a 16-page ad- 


dress. Gromyko stopped to 
take a sip of water but could 
not go on. He was taken to an 
office behind the podium, 
where he was given medical 
attention. 

Gromyko was Soviet dele- 
gate to the assembly at its 
first session in New York in 
1946. He has returned almost 
annually since. He has been 
foreign minister for 20 years 
despite various changes in the 
top Soviet leadership. He is 
now a member of tbe Polit- 
buro. 

He is scheduled to hold cri- 
tical talks with Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance on propos- 
ed new Soviet-U.S. strategic 
arms limitation agreement in 
New York Wednesday. 

Seven minutes after he left 
the podium, U.N. spokesman 
Francois Giuliani said Gromy- 


ko was feeling better and was 
able to resume his speech. 

Tbe foreign minister had 
just been urging support for 
a new Soviet disarmament ini- 
tiative which calls for a treaty 
guaranteeing that nuclear po- 
wers would not use nuclear 
arms against states lacking such 
weapons. 

He had told the assembly: 
“It is necessary to have an 
international agreement which 
would be based on a pledge by 
those powers not to use or 
threaten to use nuclear wea- 
pons against non-nuclear states 
parties to such an agreement 
provided the latter do not pro- 
duce. acquire or have such 
weapons on their territory." . 

Then Gromyko faltered — 
but he did not fall.

the nation’s factories are now 
operating at close to their 
maximum output. 

He predicted an improved 
future for the battered UA 
dollar because of the reduc- 
tion in the nation's foreign 
payments deficits next year, 
especially if West Germany 
and Japan cooperate in re- 
ducing their payment surplus- 
es.

economic good health. ■ He 
ruled out the possibility of a! 
recession next year. 

Blumenthal said an im- 
provement in the nation’s fbr- 
eign trade should make possi- 
ble a 30 per cent to 40 per 
cent reduction in America's 
international payments deficit, 
or as much as $7 billion less 
than the estimated deficit this 
1 year of Si 8 billion to SI 9 bil- 
lion. 

In an address to the 33rd 
annual joint meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund 
and the World Bank, Blumen- 
thal said the “crisis points” 
have been passed, even thou- 
gh high inflation and unem- 
ployment plague many coun- 
tries. 

“Obviously, the world eco- 
nomy has not fully recovered 
the health and vigor we seek,” 
he said. “But it has come a 
long way and we know what 
still needs to be done.” 

In the United States, he 
said, “our economy has per- 
formed remarkably well and 
today is at a more advanced 
stage of recovery than most 
other* industrial countries." 

The economy is now ap- 
proaching “optimum utiliza- 
tion of productive capacity." J 
he said, meaning that most of 


“The Carter Administration 
is. committed to take the ne- 
cessary actions to prevent that 
from happening in the United 
States," Blumenthal said. “We 
do not see. any evidence there 
will be a recession in the Uni- 
ted States."

Slaking the capital's parched thr oat 


RIYADH. Sept. 26 — By 
1982 the capital is projected to- 
consume six times as much 
drinking water as it now uses, 
according to “Al-Riyadh" news- 
paper. 

The capital’s increasing popu- 
lation will require 300 million 
gallons a day compared to its 
present 48 million gallons, ac- 
cording to Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Water Dr. Abdul Rah- 
man Al-Sheikh. 

This will include 175 million 
gallons of water pumped daily 
from the Gulf. 

In an article on the capital's 
shortage of drinking water 
Monday, the newspaper said 
that 830.000 cubic meters will 
be piped from Jubail to Riyadh, 
a distance of 465 kilometers. 
Pumping is expected to begin 
some time in 1982, when Stage 
Two of the Jubail desalination 
system brings 220 million gal- 
lons a day on stream. The dif- 
ference will supply Jubail town 


and industrial complex and tne 
Al-Khobar-Dhahran complex. 

Stage Two will be built on a 
10-kilometer-square site, 15 
kilometers south of Jubail 
town. / 

Pumps to move the. water in 
two parallel pipes will be pow- 
ered by electricity generated by 
the desalination process. Six 
reservoirs will be constructed 
near Riyadh to store the water. 
Each reservoir will have a 
capacity of 50.000 cubic meters. 

To keep pace with the growth 
of the city, sub-soil supplies will 
be increased to 52 million gal- 
lons by 1980 and to 127 million 
gallons by 1982 when the Sal- 
boukh aquifer is hooked in. 
Total consumption in Riyadh 
by the end of that year has 
been projected to top 300 mil- 
lion gallons of sub-soil and 
Jubail desalinated water.

Carter wants solar energy 
to heat White House water 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 
— US. President Jimmy 
Carter is . installing a $24,000 
solar houwater system on the 
roof of his presidential man- 
sion as an example to the na- 
tion even though the project 
isn't expected to have enough 
money 'to pay for itself. 

If the Fine Arts Commis- 
sion, approves the White Hou- 
se project as expected, 1,820 
square meters of solar collec- 
tors could be supplying hot 
water to a White House kit- 
chen by early spring. 

Hugh Carter, the president’s 
ramin. who handles adminis- 
tration of the presidential man- 
sion, said Monday the solar- 
beat equipment is expected to 
save SljOOO a year in utility 
costs to start. 


The savings will increase a 
little each year as the cost of 
conventional fuel goes up. 

But even with a 5 per cent 
yearly increase in fud cost, 
Hugh Carter said, the savings 
won’t be quite enough to pay 
for the solar project over its 
planned 20-year life. 

“It's dose, it’s a little hit on 
the negative side," he said. 

* Despite what he called the 
“marginal” economics, he said 
the project w3l conserve non- 
renewable energy sources, 
won't pollute and will serve 
as a symbol of the president’s 
fagiiwg for solar power, a po- 
litically popular stand. 

“We wanted to set the exam- 
ple,” Hugh Carter said, add- 
ing that solar heat “is the com-, 
ing thing.”

U.S. House okays bill boosting 
tax benefits for expatriates 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 
(AP) — The House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill Monday 
that would greatly increase tax 
benefits for Americans working 
abroad* 

These provisions were trim- 
med by law two years ago. The 
new legislation, passed 282 to 
94 and sou to the Senate for 
quick action as an ad chan to 
a Senate-passed biU, would lar- 
gely restore these benefits and 
add more. The application of 
the 1976 biU had been post- 
poned by Congress. 

Except for Americans work- 
ing in Canada and Western 
Europe, the bill would restore 
the flat exemption of $20,000 
earnings exempt from US. tax. 
The 1976 legislation had cut 
the exemption for everyone to 
$15,000. in special cases, the 
exem ption can be $25,000. 

The biB, moreover, would * 
authorize special deductions for 


excess cost of living in foreign 
countries, housing, education of 
children and the cost of travel 
home for 'annual leave. 

Some opponents contended 
the b31 authorizes a “double 
rip" by adding the special be- 
nefits to the restored deduc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee voted Monday 
in favor of a multibillion-doUar 
income tax reduction for busi- 
nesses in America and approved 
a revised “minimum tax" de- 
signed to make sure that peo- 
ple with very high incomes pay 
at /east some tax. 

Beginning a week of impor- 
tant decisions on complex tax- 
cut legislation, the committee 
approved a plan estimated to 
save businesses $5 billion in 
1979 and $5.5 billion m T980T 

The maximum tax that can 
be applied to any corporation 


was lowered, and special help 
was written, into the bill for 
snail — and medium*sized 
businesses. 

The House voted in favor of 
the same proposal earlier- this 
year when it approved a SI 5.3 
billion tax cut measure. 

The vote by the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee means the cor- 
porate income tax cut plan is 
likely to win final congressional 
approval without change. 

In other votes during the day, 
the panel decided to double the 
maximum tax credit a taxpayer 
.can claim for making a poli- 
tical contribution. 

Current law permits a credit 
equal to 50 per cent of a dona- 
tion up to $25 for an individual 
and $50 for a couple. The com- 
mittee called for raising the 
limits to 50 and 5100.

Kremlin urges Soviets 
to stop wasting energy 


■MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (R) — 
The Kremlin Tuesday called on 
Soviet industry and the general 
public to stop wasting energy 
and make the most of the na- 
tion's gas, oil and coal reser- 
ves. 

A front-page editorial in 
■*1Pravda", the Communist par- 
ty daily, complained that fud 
and energy resources were be- 
ing used without restraint at 
many factories and construction 
sites. 

* It noted that state spending 
on fuel supplies for household 
use exceeded many times over 


what the public paid for them. 

The official Soviet line is that 
this country wiH never face a 
Western-style energy crisis, but 
there have been regular calls 
for more economic use of 
energy supplies. Only last 
Match the Communist Party's 
central committee ordered gov- 
ernment ministries and indus- 
try to cut wastage of fuel. 

One of the reasons for con- 
cern could be last year’s pro- 
duction figures for oil, gas and 
electricity, which although 
higher than in 1976, fell short 
of the output projected by eco- 
nomic planners.

If all goes well (badly according to some people) Egypt 
and Israel will sign a peace treaty m December that will ef- 
fectively remove Egypt as the major power in the confronta- 
tion with Israel. There appears no possibility of last-minute 
bitches that might hinder the signing. The Knesset delibera- 
tions indicate that a comfortable majority of its members will 
approve tbe dismantling of the Sinai settlements as the price 
of peace with Egypt. Menahem Begin ’s threat to resign is no 
more serious -than the whole Knesset exercise. It is all part of 
the same Camp David play. 

For its part, Egypt is proceeding seriously in its prepara- 
tions for the conclusion of a peace treaty. President - Sadat 
has already instructed his deputy, Mr. Hosni Mubarak, to 
make all the necessary arrangements. Despite the possibility of 
a few points of dispute remaining, neither tbe Egyptians nor 
the Israelis expect any serious problems. 

The elimination of Egypt as the major power in tbe Arab 
camp against Israel has created a despondency bordering on 
despair in some Arab quarters. Attacking or boycotting Egypt 
will not solve the problem: In fact it may make it worse. 
Neither would talking about Arab weakness and divisions 
because it wiB only encourage more people to give up and 
realize Israel's dream of isolating Egypt from the rest of 
the Arab world for good. 

Despite the absence of Egypt as a deciding Arab factor, 
the Arabs continue to hold the elements of power in their 
hands. The only thing that stands between them and the ef- 
fective use of such elements is involvement in wasteful and 
useless squabbles that would weaken them even further. It 
may be encouraging to note that while popular diatribe has 
been at its lowest and most extreme, the Arab leaders con- 
cerned have kept their heads and have embarked on what 
they consider the right course of action. 

President Hafez Assad is already in Amman and wiH 
be soon visiting other Arab capitals in the hope of streng- 
thening the Eastern Front. His visit to Jordan comes on the 
heels of the PLO-Jordanian conciliation and on the eve of an 
'Arab tour by King Hussein in the pursuit of unity of ranks 
and goals. Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states are among the 
stop6 of the Syrian president and Jordanian king. 

The Arabs opposed to the whole Camp David agree- 
ments or only to the document on the future of the West 
Bank, and Gaza Strip are not necessarily preparing for war or 
expecting one. Some of them are primarily concerned with co- 
ordinating positions in the hope of bringing pressure to bear' 
on the U.S. to remove the unfavorable clauses in the deal on 
the West Bank. Others want a much firmer stand against the 
whole peace plan because they fed that it has fallen short of 
the minimum Arab demands. Either way, they hope that eco- 
nomic and political pressures and good relations with Western 
Europe and the U.S. will help them to achieve a better deal 
along the Eastern Front, Their job will be made much easier 
-if three preconditions are met First, ending all attempts to J 
isolate Egypt from the rest of the Arabs, second, finding a 
solution to the Lebanese crisis, and third, unification of all the 
resistance movement groups ki freedom of Arab influences.

Boto Gis- 
card and Barre have privately 
expressed reserve at the speed 
of change, but are backing 
it as a political gamble which, 
if it comes off, will push the 
Communist and Socialist par- 
ties into the background for 
many years. 

Monory himself is being used 
politically to revive the French 
dream of overtaking West Ger- 
many while using an economic 
model based more closely on 
toe United States. His own rise 
from garage mechanic to toe 
wealthy owner of a big com- 
pany is being portrayed as the 
rewards of an unshackled eco- 
nomy. 

Priority is being given to per- 
suading French people to take 
their savings out of traditional 
deposits and gold and switch to 
tbe stock market. Only one out 
of 40 French people owns 
shares; . compared to one in se- 
ven in toe United States. Ge- 
nerous tax concessions are be- 
ing given for investing in 
French industry which has caus- 
ed a SO per cent rise on the 
Bourse since March.

“The Republic of Technology; 
Reflections on Our Future 
C o mnunfl y” By Daniel J. 
loonttn. Haiper and Row, 
1978.

WASHINGTON — Histo- 
rian Daniel Boorstin, currently 
the Librarian of Congress, is 
one of the United States’ per- 
ennial optimists on what he 
has called ’’the American Ex- 
periment." In his last major 
work, “The Americans,” Boor- 
stin told an almost private 
American history of individuals 
and of small movements which 
transcended below the surface 
of major events and yet pro- 
vided the foundations and the 
root causes for the “history 1 * 
all Americans know. Boors tin’s 
treatment of these behind the 
scenes movers displayed not 
only honesty, but alk> affec- 
tion and even pride. 

In his new book (actually a 
compilation of loosely connec- 
ted essays), Boorstin reflects 
upon several aspects of the lar- 
ger American scene, but most 
particularly upon how the re- 
volution in technological inno- 
vation is changing mao and 
fodety- Although throughout 
this work Boorstin retains his 
hopeful and at times even jubi- 
lant view of America’s future, 
be discerns several trends which ' 
leave the reader wondering 
whether the author's optimism 
is amply naive (hardly likely) 
or is instead an attempt to hide 
the truth about the nation's final 
d estinat ion. 

At the outset Boors tin’s as- 
pwme nr of the effect that tech- 
nology is having appears to be 
candidly realistic. “The over- 
whelming forces of technology,*’ 
he declares, are “homogenizing 
the culture of the human race.” 
By making it possible for all 
people to share the same expe- 
riences, technology transcends 
“political boundaries, language, 
r nfig ion. and local tradition.” 
Technology dilutes and dissol- 
ves ideology " and “creates 

a tendency for everything to 
h fimmi* more like everything 
else." "Technology is the na- 
tnial foe of nationalism. 

• Yet. just as “the experience 
of all peoples is converging,” 
technology is creating a New 
Obsolescence whereby change 
it valued over tradition, novel- 


ty oyer antiquity. Aided by 
technology, “rapidly ‘develop- 
ing’ nations are . . . . speedily 
obsolescing their inheritance. 
While it .took centuries or even 
mil lennia to build a civilization, 
the transformation of an ‘un- 
derdeveloped’ nation can be ac- 
complished in mere decades.” 

Although Boorstin anticipates 
certain problems to arise from 
these trends (for example, main- 
taining a sense of spirit, an 
appreciation for antiquities, and 
“some sense of control” over 
our .destinies) he prefers to see. 
the/net result as an increase hr 
“democracy.” Through techno- 
logy we can realize the ideal, 
that “ah men are created equal” 
simply by bringing “everything 
to everybody” Apparently, 
when man is completely “homo- 
genized” and we all have equal 
opportunity to watch the tome - 
television shows, drive the 
same cars, and think the same 
reprocessed thoughts, then we 
will have truly achieved demo- 
cracy. It does leave the reader 
wondering. 

These technology scare sto- 
ries, however (already well- 
trampled in sci-fi’s like “Brave 
New World” and “1984” — 
although it is somewhat novel 
to be optimistic about them), 
are not real message of “The 
.Republic of Technology.” That 
comes later when Boorstin dis- 
cusses, in an essay entitled, 
“Two Kinds of Revolutions,” 
the difference between the pro- 
cess of political change and that 
of technological change. 

Political change, argues Boor- 
stin, conforms to “John 
Adams’ Law" that “political 
wisdom does not substantially 
progress.” The strategies of 
political revolutions as well as 
the objectives they seek are 
essentially the same now as they 
have always been. Moreover, 
the range of possible outcomes 
(success- failure) is fairly well 
predictable, and will remain so. 

Technological change, on the 
other hand, follows science fie* 
tion writer “Arthur Clarke's 
Law” that technological inno- 
vation is always possible and; 
furthermore, that we can never 
pretend to be capable of ima- 
gining the possibilities for 
change. In short, there are in- 
herent limitations, of which we 
are aware, on our ability to 
solve political problems, while . 


our ability to solve technical 
problems is potentially unlimit- 
ed. 

Boorstin explains what he be- 
lieves are the consequences of 
our failure to keep this distinc- 
tion clearly in mind: “By rea- 
.■soning from the technological 
to the political and the social, 
we have been seduced into our 
own kind of mistaken, if pre- 
maturely encouraging, conclu- 
sions. It may be within our 
power to provide a new kind of 
g rain and so cure starvation in 
some particular place. But it 
may not be in our power to 
cure injustice anywhere, even 
in our own country, much less 
in distant places.” In other 
words, we can put a man on 
the moon, but 

Still, hope resides in the 
possibility that Boorstin may be 
wroqg. ’For one thing, it is far 
from inevitable that the spread 
of technology will annihilate 
national, cultural, ideological, 
religious, and all other distinc- 
tions among men. Indeed, his- 
torian John Higham has sug- 
gested that ideology and tech- 
nology may be able to peace- 
fully coexist as they each per- 
form unique funtions in hold- 
ing the fabric of society toge- 
ther. 

But, even if “homogeniza- 
tion” were to occur, it would 
only be to the extent that a 
single culture (read U£.) domi- 
nated the generation and dis- 
tribution ot tecnnoiogicai- ex- 
' peruse. Toe point mat Boors- 
rin misses m ms analysis is that 
teennoiogy does not merely dis- 
seminate maw culture; it arises- 
out ot a particular culture, ins- 
titutionalizes and perpetuates 
that culture 

This is a critical point that 
newiy developing, rapidly indus- 
trializing nations are now be- 
ginning to recognize. For, if 
they persist in the wnolesale 
importation of Western tech- 
nology, they may also end up 
unwittingly transplanting Wes- 
tern culture while their own 
culture slowly disappears. For 
this reason the industrial deve- 
lopment plans of many develop- 
ing countries include the gene- 
ration of indigenous technology 
as, at least, a long-term policy 
objective. 


Finally. Boorstin's plea that 
we accept the inherent limita- 
tions of techhology to affect 
social change may amount to 
no more than an apology for 
the way in which the present 
system has chosen to allocate 
its problem-solving resources. 
Historically, the resources that 
Americans have, for example, 
devoted to providing all dti- 
- zem with adequate housing 
and a decent living environment 
have paled in comparison ' to 
what Americans have provided 
for industrial production and 
national defense. The process 
of political change may not be 
as stagnant as Boorstin claims; 
and we may weU be able to 
apply technological processes to 
improving our social conditions 
(computers in the administra- 
tion of criminal justice, for ins- 
tance!. 

Forever the optimist, Boors- 
tin writes much of “The Re- 
public of Technology” to the 
tune of “The Star Spangled 
Banner” even though his prog- 
nosis would be better suited by 
a dirge. But in the end, it 
may only be that he has the 
wrong Jyrics.

Ulus training sessions are modc- 


led after a 40-day course held 
in Chicago earlier this year- 
The initial program was or- 
ganized by the. Directorate, of. 
Academic Research, Ifta, 
Da*wah, and Guidance of Ri- 
yadh, in cooperation with the 
Saudi Ministry of Higher Edu- 
cation and the Muslim World 
League, Sakr said. 

Dr. Muzzamd. SiddJqi, 
Chairman of the League’s de- 
partment of religious affairs. 
New York, served as associate' 
director and head of academic 
administration during the 40- 
day p rogram , 

“That program was so suc- 
cessful that we are now plan- 
ning similar two-week sessions 
in other parts of the United 
States,” Siddiqi said during a 
telephone interview. “Sugges- 
tions also have been made to 


hold similar tr aining courses 
for Muslim sisters." 

The first two-week session 
was attended by 22 imams 
from New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
Future programs are planned 
in Houston, Chicago, Los An- 
geles and Atlanta. 

“The purpose of the prog- 
rams is to present short refre- 
sher courses for those interes- 
ted and thus to gradually fill 
the need of many American. 
Muslims for Islamic know- 
ledge," Siddiqi explained. 

Some specific objectives of 
the sessions are: to provide 
basic knowledge of the Holy 
■Koran and Sunnah; to give 
elementary knowledge of the 
Arabic language; to offer basic 
tides of jurisprudence; to assise 
in correct pronunciation and 
bsemonzation of passages in 
the Koran; to train in proper 


and regular ooservaMce oi dai- 
ly prayers; to offer general 
information or Islamic man- 
ners and ethics; and to intro- 
duce cue contemporary Mus- 
lim world. 

Daytime and evening lec- 
tures, informal studem-teacner 
discussions and daily prayers 
comprise me program sene- 
auie. rood and living laciimes 
are provided by toe center 
which hosts each program, aiu- 
diqi said. He noted that cne 
League attempts to arrange 
facilities which oefer students 
the chance to interact wtm 
scholars on the “day-to-aay 
practical problems that a Mus- 
lim faces in this society." 

At the conclusion of each 
program, students are given a 
written test to judge progress 
and to encourage continued 
jdamif education, he added. 
Certificates axe awarded to re- 


mind students to "keep lear- 
ning." 

‘The program is not meant 
to replace forma! Islamic edu- 
cation and specialized training 
in Islamic seminaries," Siddiqi 
said.

With the death coll at 147 
and climbing it is the worst 
disaster in U.S. aviation his* 
lory. Most of the passengers on 
the jet lived in California. The 
only non-American on the 
casualty list was identified as 
Muhammad Oaffae of Kuwait 

At least 108 persons died on 
the ground when bits of bodies 
and burning wreckage tore into 
houses around the area. 

The pilots of both planes had 
been warned that they were on 
a collision course, and both 
acknowledged the warning. The 
National Transportation Safety 
■Board was analyzing cockpit 
and control tower tapes. 

Burning debris rained down 
and ignited at least nine wood- 
frame houses and two busi- 
nesses. Parts of burned bodies 
dropped onto rooftops and into 
streets. The neighborhood's 
mostly elderly residents tried 
frantically to douse the flames 
.with, garden hoses, sending 
clouds of gray-black smoke bil- 
lowing over the area.
